a 4 meane parentage , eſpecially on the fatherũde, 

* S wos was called Maro, whom fome ſuppoſe to 
haue bin a potter, but moe thinke that he was 
yt at the firſt, conenaunt ſeruant w a 
&A wyſeman,andafterward foz his towardnes, by 
{782.4 mariadgeofhis daughter e became his ſwnne in 

Aae, whom when his father in lawe had put 
W — 
and lokinge to Beers, therby he increaſed his ſmale ſubſtance , He 
was boꝛne the ptere p Cn. Pompeius, and M. Licinius Craſſus were 
firſt Conſuls the. —— called Andes, not far 
from Mantua. His mother Maia; beinge great with childe with him, 
and dꝛeaminge that ſhe was deltuered of a laurell bowe, which pꝛickt 
into the grownde grew foꝛth with to a great tree, replenyſhed with 
ſundꝛie kindes ol Frutes, and Flowers: the next moꝛning walking 
koꝛth into the countrey with her huſband, ſtept a ſide, and was deliue⸗

But Virgil, from cremonæ went to Mil- 
lain, und ſhoztiy after from thence to Naples, where diligẽtly applying 
the ſtudie ol the Greeke, and Latine tunges: at length betoke himſelf 
to Phyſicke, and knowledge of the Mathematicals, wherin he ſurpaſ- 
ſed all other in ſkill, and departinge to Nome, feil in fauonr with the 
. of the hoꝛſe to Auguſtus, andcured the hoꝛſes of manie, and ſun. 
dꝛie diſeaſes . Who commaũded therfo2e that V irgill ſhuld haue ſuch 


Duringe this tyme the Crotoniati ſent vnto Czſar fo2 apzeſent,a 


. godlpe hozſecolt , that in all mens iudgment would pzone both verie 


couragious, and wonderfull ſwift . When Virgil beheld him he told 
the P. of the ſtable, that he was foled of a ſicke, and infected mare, 


aͤnd that he would pꝛoue nether ſtronge noꝛ ſwift, as afterward it ap⸗ 


peared, wherof when the P. of the ſtable had enfozmed the Empes 
roar:he comaunded that his bead ſhuld be dubled,foz reward. Lykes 
wyſe , when there were certen Dogges ſent to Auguſtus foozth of 


Spayne, Virgil both told what maner ones the ſiers were, what ſto⸗

mack and ſwiftnes they would be of. Which when he vnderftode:he 
then commaũded agayne that Virgil ſhould haue ſo much moze bzead 
as he had befoze . The Emperour Auguſtus doubtinge of himſelf 
whether he were lunne to Octauius oz to ſome man elſe , and ſuppo⸗ 
ſinge that Virgil Maro could reſolue him, that knew ſo well thenatu 
res and ſiers of hozſes,and dogges:remoning all companye aſide Aus 
guſtus called him into the pꝛiuie chambze,and aſked him there alone, 
if he knew what he was, and what abilitie he had to make men hap- 
pie: knowe(q Maro) that thou art Auguſtus Czar , and thou haſt 
almoſt equall power with the immoꝛtall goddes and that thou mayſt 
make happie whom thou liſte . Surely (ꝙ Cæſar) am of this mind, 
that if y anſwer mee fruly to that J ſhall aſke , J will make thee hap⸗ 
pie, and bleſſed. J wold to god (ꝙ Maro) that J couldanſwere truly to 
that demaundeſt. Then ſayd the Emperour, ſome ſay J am ſunne 
to Octauius, and ſome ſuſpect that Jam ſome other mans ſunne. 
Wherat Maro ſmylinge ; 3 will ſone tell you that (@ he) vf you par- 
don me in anſweringe that you commaiid. The Cmperour ſwoꝛe by 
an Oth that he wold take neuer a woꝛde in ill part, vea and that he 
ſhuld not depart vnrewarded . Therwithall Maro firinge his eyes 
kaſt on the Emperours : it is an eaſie matter nnn 
'< .

khinges to diſterne the diſpoſition of the parentes,th2cugh ſkill of Ma- 
thematickes,and Philoſophie, but in men it is not poſſible. Yowbeit 
A am able to giue ſome p2obable iudgment, what trade of lyfe thy fa- 
ther exerciſed. To this Auguſtus gaue viliget eare what he weld ſay, 
Chen Vigil, ſo far as J can perteaue (ꝙ he) thou art a Bakers ſun, 
The Emperour thereat was aſtunned, and marueiled much in his 
mind how that could come to paſſe. Marie then (ꝙ Virgil) J will tell 
you why J iudge ſo. When as J fozetold certen thinges which could 
nether be knowne,no2 vnderſtode but by ſuch as be very wel lerned: 
thou that art pꝛince of all the woꝛdle commaundidſt that ſhuld haue 
acerten ol bꝛead giuen mee fo2 a reward, which is the vſe ether of ba⸗ 
kers, oz els of ſuch as are bakers childzen. This merie ieſt, pleaſed the 
Cmperour wel, but hencefozth(@ he) i ſhalt not be rewarded by a ba- 
ker buf by a molt valiet pꝛince, i eſteemed him much, and commendid 
him fo Pollio , He was ol bodie and ſtature bigge , of colour tawnie, 
hardfanoured, ſycklie, foz he was manytimes greeued with payne in 
the ſtomack, ia wes, and head, and ſome tymes he did ſpet blod.Ve fre- 
quented but litle the vſeof deyntie meates and wyne . Some repozt 
that he was pꝛone to the deteſtable ſinne with boyes. ut the better 
ſof ſuppoſe rather that he loued them as Socrates loued Alcibiades, 
and Plato alſo. Aboue the reſt he lonedmoſt Cebetes, and Alexander, 
whom in the ſecond Ecloge of his Bucolikes he termeth Alexis, giuen 
vnto him by Aſinius Pollio . When they came vnto him they were 
nether of them vnlearned. Foꝛ Alexander was a god Grammarian, 
and Cebetes a Poet. Some like wyſe affirme that he had carnall com- 
pante with Plotia Hieria. But Aſconius Pedianus ſayth that he 
was wont to declare to ſome auntient me, that inder de he was reque- 
ſted hy Varius iointly to keepe her, howbeit he erneſtly refuſed ſo to 
doe. In all other reſpectes he was ol lyke, language, and conuerſatien 
ſo vpꝛigbt: that thꝛough all Naples he was called, commonly Virgi- 
nitie. And when haply he was ſene at Rome, (whether as he tame 
bery ſeldom) going abzcade in the open ſtreetes if eny followed, oz no⸗ 
ted him: he wold turne away into the nert houſe. When Auguſtus 
offred him the gods of one that was baniſhed, he vtterly refuſed them 
Ve was wozth in ſubſtance an hundꝛed Seſtertia, which were given 
him thꝛough the liberalitie of his freendes, t he had an heuſe in Rome 
in aplace called &/q«i/ze neare to Mecocnas gardaynes, although

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be was accuſtomed much to withdzawe him ſelt into camp»i« and

ccicil. Mhatſoeuer he requeſted of Auguſtus : he neuer haddemall 
therof.Cuery yere he ſent monie abundantly to ſuccour his parentes 
which died when he was of lawrull yeres,his father beinge blinde 
when he died, t his two bꝛethꝛen the one ſurnamed Silo died while he 
was a child, and Flacchus when he was come to mãſlate, whoſe death 
he bewayleth vnder the name of Daphnis. Amonge other ſtudies (as 
A baue ſayd befoze) he chefly applied himſelf to Phyſick and Mathe- 
anatickes , Ye neuer pleadat barre moz2e then one cauſe, and that but 
once, whom Meliſſus repozteth to haue bin very flow of tongue, 2 as 
though he were altogither vnlearned, when he firſt began Poetric,he 
made this Diſthic, oꝛ theſe two verſes vpon one Baliſta a ſcholema⸗ 
ter, that fo2 repozte of theenery was couerid with an heape of ſtones. 

Vander this hugie hill of ſtones Baliſta tombd doth lie, 
Waifarer ſaufe both night and day thy iorney now maiſt hie. 

After this he w2oat Moretum, Priapus, Epigrammes, Dirz, and 
Culex when he was yet but fiffcenc verre old, the argu whereof 
is this. A ſhepheard wearyed wich heat, and fleapinge a tree, 
when a ſerpent was cumming faſt towards him, there came a Gnat 
lping out of the Fenne nearby, and lighted on the ſheapheardes foz⸗ 
head betweene his temples, and there ſtunge him . Lhen he lyftinge 
vp his handes cruſhed the gnat, and when he eſpiedthe ſerpent : killed 
him alſo, and made a tombe foz the gnat with this ſuperſcription, 

Thou litle gnat, the ſhepheard for thy due deſert to bee, 
Ihis buriall rite, for loſſe of lyfe, here yeldeth vnto thee. 

He w2oat Etna alſo, wherof ſome men doubt . But ſhoztly after 
when he had begun Romane matters millikynge the ſharpnes , and 
roughnes both of the argument, and names, he fell to the Bucolickes 
but cheifly to telebꝛate the name of Aſinius, Pollio, Alphenus Varus 
and Cornelius Gallus, by cauſe 5̊ in the deuiſion of land beyond padus 
àmongſt the old ſouldiours after the conqueſt at 24:;ppe made, at the 
cõmaundmeut of the T rumuiri,o2 the Thꝛe conſpiratours, they had 
ſaued him harmleſle. After ward he made his woꝛke called Georgica 
in the honour of Mecœnas by whoſe meanes, when he was yet ſcarce 
knowne vnto him , he was aſſiſted againſt the old ſoldiours of Clau- 
dius, a rather as ſome ſuppole, againſt the violence of Arius the Cen⸗ 
turian, by whom in that hurlyburly about deuiding ol landes, he was 
der neare ſlayne. Laſt of all he twke the Aeneidos in hand, a wozke 


of a diuerſe, and maniſold „ 
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vath the woßkes of Homere: Beſides that it contayneth indifferenly 

both wozdes, and matter aſwell Greeke as Latine , and that cheife 
is which he molt eudeuozed, it compzehendeth both the oziginall of 
the citie of Rome, and Auguſtus the Emperour. When he w2oate ths 
Georgica, it is repozted ,howthat eerie moꝛninge he was accuſto- 
med to wWzite arertennumbyee of verſes, which he would all the dax 
longe ouerloke, and ſo abbzidginge them, binge them vnto a very 
fewe , not vnfitly ſayinge that heb2ought fozth verſes , as the femall 
Bear doth her young and bꝛingeth them into due faſhion by lickinge. 
The wozke called Aeneidos he w2ote firſt in twelue bokes in p:oſs 
(as ſome thinke)and afterward digeſted it info verſe. And otherſome 
iudge that if he had liued longer, he wold haue ligthned it vnto xxiiij. 
bokes euen vnto the time of Auguſtus, and wold haue touched many 
other thinges therin, and with — diligice haue ſet fozth Auguſtus | 
tyme,ſince that in wꝛiting, leaſt he ſhuld be vainly troubled with eny 

tyinge: he left ſome thinges imperfect. And ſome thinges he wzoate in 
very lender verſe , which {as he was wont, to ieſt) he ſayd he put in 
foz Jeſters,and inſtrels, to hold bp the wozke,vntill the ſownd pil⸗ 
lers were framed . He abſolued his Bucolks in thzee ptere, at Aſi- 
nius Pollios requeft . Theſame at that tyme ruled the pꝛouinte bes 
pond padus, by whoſe meanes and ſute, when the Cremonenſes, and 
Mantuans lands were viſtributed vnto Au N 
pet notwithſtandinge Virgil loſt not his. This Pollio, Virgil loued 
entierl — — —ͤ— 
ly rewarded , foz when he was vpon a tyme deſiered by him to ſup⸗ 
per, and there ſodenlye ſurpꝛiſed with the ſingulare beutie, and dili⸗ 
— —— Pollios boye: receaned him of gift. Likewiſe he 
loned dearly C. Aſinius, Pollios ſunne, and Cornelius Gallus a noble 
D2atour and a ſingulare Poet, whotriflated Euphorion into Latin, 
and w2oate in fouer bokes his love of Cyrheris , At the firſt he was 
in godcredite with the Cinperour Auguſtus, but afterward vpon 
CE Re yore 


pur callus inthe tentes, the enſignes doth defend: 
Before the Egle bloodie ſigne, he found his fatall end. 
Virgil loued this C llus ſo well, that the fouerth bone of Georgi» 
kes from the middle to the end contayned his pzayſe., which after- 
ward at Auguſtus commaundment ar” ee 


T be lyfe of N iroill. 
ſtæus. He finiſhed the Georgiksinſeuen yere at Neplee,and the Ae- 
neidos he made partly in $ic:/:a,partly in campania, in eleuen yere. 
And his Bucoliłs he made with ſo god ſutceſſe that they were oftens 
times ſunge openly by Muſitians inplayes. When Ciccrohadhearn 
terten of the verſes , and by and by though ſharpe iudgment perceas 
ued that they pzoccededfrom no commune veyne: he willed that the 
whole Ecloge ſhald be reade from the beginninge , Wherto when he 
had attended diligently, in the end he ſaid theſe woꝛds Of mighty Ro 
me a ſecond hope, as though himſeli were the firſt hope of the La- 
tine tongue, and Maro wolde be the ſecond, which woꝛdes alſo he res 
from the Actiacan victorie, and fo2 recreationſake ſotourncd at Are l 
la, he read there vnto him continnally the ſpace of auer dayes , and 
when his voice failed him at eny time: Mecocnas ſupplied his romth 
in readipnge. He pꝛonunted with meruelous ſwertnes, and great de⸗ 
Icctation . Seneca wꝛiteth that Iulius Montanus the Poet was woũt 
to ſay, that he wold take away by fozce ſome thinge from Virgil if he 
could ſet them fozth with the ſame voice, coũtnance, and geſture · And 
that the ſelfſame verſes if he pꝛonounted them, wold ſound well, but 
without him: wold be dꝛie and dumbe. Of the Aencidos ſcarce pet bes 
gunne, there was ſpꝛead ſuch a fame: that Sextus Propertius doubs 
ted not thus to fozetell. 

Giueplace you Romane writers all, and o reeßes gmeplace likewiſe 
I can not tell what greater worke then Is doth ariſe, 

When Auguſtus by foztune was abſent from the Cantabrick ex- 
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pedition, and partly by requeſtinge and partly by manaringe letters, 
merely required of Virgil that he ſhuld ſend to him if it were but the 
verie title o ſome. one full ſentence of Aeneidos, foz thoſe were his 
wo2ds : he retuſed ſo to doe. To whom yet not longe after when the 
matter was fully perfected, he rected thꝛe bokes, namely the S& 
cond, the Fourth and the Sixt. And that eſpecially , bycauſeof Ota- *' 
uia, who beinge there pꝛeſent at the recitall, at thoſe verſes ot her ſuns 
ne, Marcellus thou ſhalt be, is repozted to haue fainted fo2 ſozowe, 
and when by much labour ſhe was recouered agayne, ſhe commann- 
ded that Virgil ſhuld haue to the value offiue poiids ſoꝛ euerie verſe, 
He read his ban es alſo to diuerſe, but not oft, x thoſe plates only whes 
rot he ſtode in enx doubt, therby to heare the iudgment of men yt is 
layd that Erotes his ſecretarie, whom he alſo made fre, when he was

very aged was wont to repoꝛt, that once in the readinge tt his wozke 
be made two of his half verſes out of hand, and that Miſen us Aolides 
Added, was better none then he. MY 

Lykewyſe vnto this verſe, In kindlinge men with noyſe, with like 
heat he adiopned, And fightinge fields to cheere with Lrafle , fthat 
he was commaunded fray: wapes to w2yte thoſe ij. additions ſo in 
the wazke . Ye peruſed both his Bucoliks and Georgiks . And when 
he was 52, peare old, to thintent to finiſh the Aeneidos, he was deter 
mined to withozawe him ſelf into Greece, and I ſie, and there to em⸗ 
ploye whole thze peares in cozrecinge and peruſinge, that he mighe 
beitowe all the reſdue of his life only in the ſtudye of Philoſophie. 
But when he was in his tourney , and met with Auguſtus af Athens 
who was returninge fozth of the Caſt cuntreyes towards Rome: he 
purpoſed to goe home agayne with him. And trauailinge to Megara, a 
towne nigh Athens, only to ſe it, take there a ſickneſfſe, which conti- 
nuall trauaile on ſea augmented, and encreaſinge moꝛe and moze vn⸗ 
till he came to z ruduſium with in fewe dayes after dyed there, che rrj. 
day of September when Cn. Plautius, and Q. Lucretius were Con- 
ſuls. Who when he felt hun ſelf moztally aſſaulted with the maladie: 
he calledoften , and very erneſtly foz his deſke, that he might burne 
the Aeneidos. Which beinge deneid him, de willed 
his laſt teſtainent that it ſhuld be burned, as a wozk both faultie, and 
vaperfect.1But Tucca and Varrus told him that Auguſtus wold in no 
wyſe ſuffce that. Wher be bequeathed theſame wozke, and 
his other wzitinges bnto Varrus and Tucca vpon this condition, that 
they ſhuld ſet fozthnothinge but that which he wold haue ſet ſoꝛth, and 
ſuch verſes as were vnperfect:they ſhuld ſo leaue them. He willed al- 
ſo that his bones ſhuld be boꝛne to N4p/es, wheras he had lyued longe 
tyme, and merely. His bones therfore were tranſlated to Naples, at 
Augultus commaundment , as he apointed, and were buried in the 
icy to hace.

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the Aeneidos. Jo no man iudged the Aeneidos wozthy to be bur⸗ 
ned, wherof theſe verſes of Sulpitius the Carthagian are extant.

Wil I that my ſlender Oten pipe in verſe was woont to ſound 
Of wooddes,and.next to that I rought for huſbandmẽ the groũd 
Hou frute ynto their greedy luſt they might c6{traine to bringe, 
A workeof thankes: loe now of Mar,and bloody warres I ſinge. 
Virgil alſo amongſt other, who was one of thepillers of the LA 
toongue,lacked not flaunderers. In his Bucohckes, Paro, but very fw- 
wihly,macketh at two Ecloges, and thus he beginneth to ont. 
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Te fe L irgill. 
If Tityrus thy gowne be warme, vnder what beachen ſhade ? And 


in the next. 

Whoſe beaſtes are theſe Damætas, tell, is this god Lat ins ſpeach? 
No but tis &gons,for our clownes in cuntrey ſo do teach. 
Another alſo when he read this place out ofthe Georgiks : Eare 
naked,naked ſowe:he added, then cold, and feuer thou ſhalt take. 
There is alſo extat a boke made by Carpilius Pictor vnder this title, 
The Aeneidos ſcourge. M. Vipranus ſaybe that Mecocnas had ſet 
vp a finder out of an euell imitation , and that he was nether loftie in 
Stile, noz low, but that he made that wozke with commune vulgare 
wozdes. Herennius only gathered togither his faultes, and Perilius 
Fauſtinus, that which he ſtole af others. There are alſo certẽ volumes 
of Quintus Octauius Auitus, in the which are obſerued what ver- 
ſes, and from wheme he take them. Aſconius Pedanus in his boke 
which he waiteth againſt the flaunderers ok Virgil, ſetteth downe a 
= fewethinges which were obieced againſt him, and this cicfly,that 
be tied not wel his hiſtozte togither,and that he bozowed much of Ho⸗ 

mere. But this fault(as they ſay)he was wont thus to defend, ſaipng 
why do not they like lupe attempt the toke theft? But they if they 
wayghed if vp2ightly ſhuld vnderſtand that it were an eaſear mats 
ter to pulle the club out of Hercules hand, then to take a verſe 
away from Homere, and that notiwithſtandinge he determined to 
withdzawe himfclf fo2 a time to amend euerie thinge that his il wil⸗ 
ters found fault withall. | 
Pedianus alſo repoꝛteth, that he was bery curteous, anda loner 
of all god and haneſt men, and ſo far from Enuie, that if he ſaws 
eny thinge done , 02 ſpoken lernedly by eny,heretoyced therat, non 
otherwyſe then it it were his owne: that he diſpzayſed no man, p2ay- 
led godmen, and was of ſo gentle nature: that there was no man, 
vnleſſe he were ouer ſtubberne and malicious , that not only fauo⸗ 
red him, but alſohartely loued him. Ye femed to haue nothinge 
pꝛiuate to himſelfe .. Mis libzary ſfadeas ready open to othermen 
as to himſelf, and he oftentimes bled the ſayinge ol Euripides : All 
thinges amongſt freendes are commune . He had all ths Poetes. 
of his tyme ſo freendlye ,.and beholdinge vnto him, that although 
they much enuied one another, yet him they all reuerenced, as Var- 
rus, Tucca, Horace, Gallus, Propertius, But, Anſer, by cauſe he 
fake nat part with Antonius, dyd not S dim 9 


Thelyfe of Nixgill. 
could not abyde him, ſuch was his froward nature. He ſo much cons 
temnedglozie, that when ſome aſcribed to them ſelues certen of his 
verſes , and therfoze were accoumpted the better learned, he twke it 
not only not diſpleaſantly,but he much reioyſed therat. And makings 
a couple of verſes contapninge the pꝛayſe and felicitie of Auguſtus, 
which were ſet vpon the gates with out name, the verſes were theſe, 

All night it raynes, the ſights at morning tide returne againe, 
And Czſarwith almighty Ioue hath match and equal raigne. 

The authour of which verſes Auguſtus longe made enquirie foz, 
but he could not ſinde him. At length when none came, Bathyllus 
an indifferent god Poet, aſcribed them vnto himſelf, and was there⸗ 
fo:e encoraged,and rewarded by Czſar , which Virgill not takynge 
well, ſet vpon the ſame gates this beginning foure times: So you, not 
for your ſelues. Auguſtus required that theſe verſes ſhould bee by 
ſome finiſhed , which many aſſaying in vayne : Virgil thus replied, 
to the fozewaitten Diſthic. 

Theſe verſes 1 did make,therof another tooke the prayſe. 

So you not for your ſelues, poore birds, your neſtes do build in trees 
So you not for your ſelues, yee Sheep, do beare your tendre flees. 
So you not for your ſelues, your hony gather, litle Bees. (ſquees. | 
So you not for your ſelues, your neckes,poore beaſtes, with harrowes 

Which beyng once knowne: Bathyllus foz a time was all the ieil 
ingſtocke to the whole citie ol & 0 Mz. When on a time he had the | 
woꝛkes ol Ennius in his hande, and beyng demaunded by one what 
he did with thẽ: anſwered p he gathered golde out of Ennius dounge. 
Foz that authour expꝛeſſeth wozthy ſentences t matter, vnder woꝛds 
not of the ſineſt. Unto Auguſtus that demaunded ol him how a Citie 
might belt be gonerned : he anſwered, ik the wiſeſt men did holde 
the helme, and good men were ſet in aucthoꝛitie ouer euell, and 
ſo that the beſt men may haue their due honour, and the reſt be not in 
iurioully dealt withall. Then Mecocnas, what thing is it ꝙ he) that 


neuer bꝛingeth lothſomneſſetoman ? The likeneſſe 

gil, oꝛ the abundance of euery thinge,anoyeth vs, except of vnderſtan- 
dyng. Yeaſked mozeouer,how a man might alwayes pꝛeſerue his 
happie and fo2tunate fate 2 To whom then Maro, if by how much 
he extell other in Yonour,and Ritches:he endenour to excell them in 
Liberalitie an Juſtice. He was wount alſo to ſay,that there was no- 
thyng moze meet nozcommodious foz a man then

chere was nofo2fune ſo ſharpe which by wiſely tolleratyng a valient 
man might not ouercome. Which opinion of his, he bath expꝛelled 
in the fift of the A eneidos. | 

O Goddeſſe ſun, xhere deſtnies drawes & driues: let vs go there, 

What euer it is, vho conquer fortune will, muſt fortune beare. 
There was familiar with Auguſtus one named Filiſtus, an oꝛa⸗ 
tour, and —— and vari⸗ 
able witte, and vſed to carpe the ſaiynges ol all men, not to th jntent 
— the truth (fb) fo Socrates tins vant fota)dutther- 
by to appeare the better learned. The ſame, whereſoeuer he had occa⸗ 
unte mate with V. rgil o2 be in his companie, vſed to pꝛouoke him 
with repzoches,and floutes. Wherfoze,either he departed commonly 
with ſilence,oz els with bluſſhing held his peace. Then when as in 
pꝛeſente of Auguſtus, he ſayde that Virg il was dumbe, and that if he 
1 —— hold thy peace babler (ꝙ he) 
fo: this taciturnitie of myne canſeth Augultus , and Meccenas to be 
the patrones ol my cauſe,and when J lift J will ſpeake with ſuche a 
trumpet, that ſhall euerywhere, and bery longe be heard. And thou 
with thy pꝛatlyng doſt not only bꝛeake mens eares, but walles alſo. 
Then the Cmperour loked vpon Filiſtus with a fierce countenance, 
and rebuked him. And Virgil, Czſar(@ he) if this man knew a time 
to holde his peace : he would ſeldome ſpeake. Fo2 a man ought al- 
wars obe Glentvntilfuch time as his lee fall ctherburt him 
ſelf,o2 his talke may p2ofit others. 

When Auguſtus hadobtayned the Empire,hedebated with him 
ſelf whether it were better to reſigne vp the Dominicn, and commit 
the ſtate to yeerely Confuls, and the gouernment of the Commons 
wealth to the Senate. Jn which caſe  beclledocounſelttraynecl 
two ſeuerall opinions, Mecornas, and Agrippa. Agrippa in longe 
diſcourſe ſhewed, —— it vere mit tore decent 0: bin todo, 
vet would it be pꝛolitable, which contrarie , Mecocnas very much dis 
ſwadedhim from. By occaſion wherof, Auguſtus minde was bꝛought 
into great perpiexitie, fo2 their ſundꝛie opinions, were confirmed by 
ſundzicreaſons . Wherfoze he demaunded cf Maro, whether it 
were expedient fo; apzinate man to vſurpe a geuernment in is cbs 
mon wealth oz not ? Then Virgjl,vntoalt( @ he) that haue vſurped 
the fate of their common couernmet hath bin wearpſom 
bath vato them, and ta the 0

hatred of the people, oꝛ ſuſpicis growinge to them of their owne great 
iniuſtice: they do liue in much feare. But if the citizens could finde 
eny one, whom they do lone entierly : it ſhould be pꝛoſitable to the 
citie,if he were ſet in aucozitie. Wherfoze,if you do continue to eres 
cute iuſtice to all men, without regard of eny perſon , as you haue al- 
redie begunne, it ſhalbe moſt pꝛoſttable both foz your ſelf, and all the 
 Wozlve that you ruled, foz you haue ſo much the godwill of all men, 
that they honour vou, and repute pou foz a God. Whoſe opinion 
Cxſar allowinge : retayned ſtill the Empire. 

But ſince wee haue now bzeifly ſpokenof the auctour , it ſcemeth 
god wee ſpeake of the kind of verſe, which commonly is handled two 
maner wayes,that is to ſay,befoze the wozke,and in the wozke. Be- 
fo:e the wozke are, the Title, the Cauſe, the Intention. The Title, 
in which is aſked, whole it is. The cauſe, from whence if roſe, and foz 
e The Inten⸗ 
tion, in the which is knowne his drift, where about the Poet goeth.

caried abꝛoade vnder othermens names, as the tragedie of Thieltes 
made by this Poet, which Varrus ſetfozth foz his one, : manie ſuch | 
like: yet we cannot doubt but that cleerly the Bucolickes are Virgills, 
eſpecially ſince the Poete, doubtinge ſome ſuch inatter, both in the be- 
z Chin neder pince wiegthe that they 
are his, ſapinge:

I that te rimes of sheapheardes ſunge, and rash in tendre yeeres,

That they be fitly termed Bucolickes,and ſoaccompted:ifnothing 
els declared, yet this might be p2wfe ſufficient , that in Theocritus 
they be calledby the lame tame. But we muſt ſhew alſo ſome rea⸗ 
ſon. There be three kindes of Sheapheardes that are in Buco 
lickes, Wherof the vileſt ſo2t are termed caprarii, 02 * 
The Opiliones, ox Sheapheards are nert of dignity, but þ Bubul 
Cowheardes are the beſt and chiefeſt . — was i wat 
tonuenient that the verſe ſhuld be named, but of that 
dogree which is found molt excellent amongſt Sheapheardes? 

The canſe may be two wayes conſidered, of the beginninge of the 


verſe, and al the minde of the waiter, Dfthe benign Orig 
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nall of the Bucolick verſe:diuers haue aſſigned dinerſe cauſes, There 

are ſome that ſaye this kinde of verſe was firſt inſlituted to Diana, | [| 

by the Sheapheardes of Leced4monis , when though occaſion of | 

warre, which at that tyme the Perſians made vpon all Greece, the vir⸗ 

gins could not do ſacrafice acco2dinge to their cuitome. Others ſome , 

ſay , that the ſame kynde of verſe was made to Diana by Oreſtes, 

when he wandzed about $/ci/74 , What euer they all ſay, this is 

moſt certen, that the Bucolik verſe , toke beginninge of great anti⸗ 

quitie , when men ledde only ſheapheardes lines , and therefoze 

the ſimplicitie ol ſuch perſonages doth repꝛeſent a ſhewe of the gol 

den wo2dle . Wherfoze Virgil begunne very commendably with 

thole , verſes , as it were, with that life » which was firſt in the 

earth. Foz afterward the fieldes were tilled, and laſt ol all, foz eara⸗ 

ble and fertyle ground: contention roſe , and warres enſued ; which 

Virgil, that he woulderp2eſſe : ſange firſt ofſheapheardes , next of 

Puſbandmen, and laſt of warriours . It remayneth now that Wer 

conſider what cauſe moued the Poet cheifly to w2ite the Bucolickes. 

Ether he was enfiſed by the ſweetnes to haue Theocritus verſe in 

admiration , ozelſe foz oꝛders ſake he ſought to expꝛeſſe the life of 

man, as wee haue ſayd befoze . D2 rather that Virgil would ſetfoꝛth 

the thꝛer kindes of Elocution , which the Greekes call Carecters, 

Iſchnon that is, lowe, Adron which is loftie, Meſon, that is the mean 

02 middle. Whefoze beinge likely that he which was right cunninge 

in all the kindes: endifed his Bucolickes in the firſt , the Georgikes 

in the ſecond, and the Aeneidos in the third D2 therfoze it is to be ſup 

poſed hewzoat the Bucolickes firlt, to thintent in that kind of verſe 

which is moze fre and rough then the reſt he might take oppoztuni- 

tie to currie the Cunperours fauour, and to recouer his lande which he 

hadloſt,fo; this cauſe. The third day of the Ides of arch, when C. 

Czſar was llayne, and the old ſouldiours had taken vp Auguſtus Cx» 

far beinge but a child to be their captapne, the ſ much (x 

ninge againſt it, a ciuile warre riſinge therof, the Cremonẽſes with 

other ol the ame faction, aided the aduerſaries of Auguſtus Cæſar. 

Mherby it came to paſſe that when Auguſtus had the victozy he com⸗ 

maunded that the old ſouldiours ſhuld be bꝛought in to the Cremonen 

ſes lleldes, to deuide, and poſſeſſe them. And when their fielves were 
not ſufficient foz them all: their neighbours the Mant uans, amonge 
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neare vnto the cremonenſes . But Virgil, pꝛeſuminge on the fami- 
liaritie which he had with Auguſtus , andon his owne verſes : durſk 
reſiſt Arius the Centurian, hel ſtrait wapes, like a ſouldpour, put his 
hand to his ſwozd . And when Virgil had betake himſelfto fight: he 
leſt not of followinge him, vntill Vigil had caſt hunſelf into a riucr, 
and ſo eſcaped. But afterward thzough the fauour of Mecœenas, and 
Pollio,and Auguſtus himſelf, he was reſtoared to his landes. The 
Intention of the boke which the Grætians call Scopus , is grounded 
on the imitation of Theocritus the Poet, who was both a Sicilia and 
a Syracuſià. The intentid allo is to be reduced into pꝛaiſe of Cæſar, 
and other pꝛinces and noblemen by whoſe meanes he was bꝛought 


againe into his fo2mer ſeat,s lining. U herby pthe end might cõtaine 


both delecatio,4 p2ofect:he did althinge accoꝛdinge to oꝛdꝛe, pꝛetept. 

This queſtion is ſometime aſked why he wꝛoate no moe then ten 
Ecloges, which wilbe no meruayle vnto him that ſhall waigh the an⸗ 
tiquitie of the paſtozall Scenes, which cannot be ſtretched beyonde this 
numbꝛe, and ſince this Poet mozecircumſpect then T heocritus as the 
matter it ſelf declareth,ſemeth to doubt leaſt that Ecloge which is in 
tituled Pollio, will not appeare ruſticklike enough, which he begins 
neth after this maner, ſaping: 

Sicilian Muſes, of thinges ſumdeale greater let us ſin 72 

and ſo likewile doth he in other twayne. And this wee ꝛctell ta 
be obſerued in al the Bucolikes of Vir 5 l, that they are neither wholy 
deſtitute of figures,neither altogither full or figures, that is to ſay Al- 
lagories: Theſe thinges are ſcarce ta be graunted vnto Virgil, foꝛ the 
p2avſe of Cæſar, and to retouer his landes, ſince Theocritus „ whom 
Virgil ſought by all endeudur to imitate: wꝛoate altogether plainly, 
and ſimply, | 

As touchyng ſuchthinges as accuſtomably are handled in the verſe 
are theſe : Pumbꝛe, Oꝛder, Erplanatton. The numbze of the Eclogs 
is apparant,fo2 there are Ten, of which,ſeuen are thought ane 
to deſerue the name ol Bucolickes. Fo2 the laſt thꝛte ought not to be 
called Bucolickes , namely Pollio , Silenus, and Gallus. The firſt 
theriazc tontapneth u publique complaint, anda pꝛiuate thankes WH 
nyng foz land, and is called Tityrus. The ſecond, the loue of a bop, and 
ts termed Alexis. The third, a contention ol Sheapheards, and is cab 
kd Palocmon . The fourth, Genethliacum, and is named Pollio. 


Che fllt, Epuaphium and is termed Vaphois, The ſixt, Metamor- 
Phoſis, 
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phoſis, and is called, varus, and Cilenus. The ſeuenth Pharmaceutria. 
The eight, the loues of diuers ſexes, and is named Damon , The 
ninth contayneth a : omplaynt fo2 his loſt landes, and is termed Niece 
ris. The tenth, the diſter of Gallus, and is called Ga/lus, As touchynge 
the oꝛder of them, wee mut vnderſtand this, that only in the firſt and 
laſt Ecloges the Poete would keep due oꝛder, foꝛ in the one he begen 
as he witneſſethen the Georgickes ; F 
O Tityr#s , of thee I ſange, vnder the broad Beech tree, 

In the other he ſhewed the end, when he ſayth, 

This finall trauay le mine, graunt Arethuſa vnto mee. 

But amongſt the Eclogs that there is no ſheapheardly, oz pꝛeſcript 
oꝛder obſerued, it is molt certen. N hereloꝛe there arc ſome, that ſay 
the Bucolikes begin not at Lityrus, but: 

Our Muſe in Syracuſian verſe vouchſaued firſt to play. 

There remaineth now Explanation, vnto which befoze wee ceme, 
J mult admoniſh this, that the verſe of a Bucolike is but a fender 
verſe, and ſo farre differyn the ſtile or the Herojke; that this 
kinde of verſe hath his pegtliar dinifien, and cuttinges, and is diſtins 
guiſhed by his owne pꝛeper lawes. Foz, ſince a verſe ispzaued by 
th: thynges, cutting, ſcannyng, and tunyng : it is no Bucolike verſe 
vnleſſe the firſt fate do contayne a full part of the ſenſe , and the third 
fote be Trochzus and a cuttyng,and the third being a lle 
then a Spondeus : do finiſh a parcell of ſenſe, the fift and ſixt fete ton⸗ 
ſilt of whole woꝛds. Which beyng obſerued by Theocritus, yet wea⸗ 
ried at length th2ough difficultie of the wozke: he netleded it, t only in 

beginnyng it is vncertayne whether diligence,o2 chaunce did keep 
cuttynges. Foz, Tityre, a Dactile finiſſhed part of the Dzation: 
tu patu, læ re cu, cloaſed vp the third Trochæus, though in a cum⸗ 
pounde wo2d : bans ſub, and when he had put the fourth Spondeus 
fo: a Dactile, tegmine fagi, when he had ended the partes of o2ation, 
be abſalued the whole Coma, wherin the diligence of Theocritus al- 
molt in all his verſes is wounderfull. And he that ſhall viligently 
with ſharpe iudgement conſider the aboue waitten , ſhall eaſely vn⸗

Ernayle not, gentle Readers,no2 be not moved, that 
I haue raſhly attempted to ſet vpon the reſidue of 
Virgil, after M.Phaer . The manifoldexamples that 
commonly are alleaged „ to deterre men from fint- 
ching ſuch wozkes as haue bin left vuperfec by nota⸗ 
ble artiſicers in al ſciences:could not make me afraid, 
howbeit perchaũte they map be laid in my diſh. J know there be ma- 
nie younge Gentlemen, and others, whole gift this way, ſo much ex- 
celleth my pe abilitie: that there is no compariſon betwene them.

The Argument. 


CAeneas at the requeſt of Dido, declareth the deſtruct!d of Troy, which was after 
this maner. The Greckes in the tenth peare of their edge. whẽ their fozce was 
quailed,and diſtruſtinge their owne abilitie : fell vnto crafts, and ſubtilties, 
and counterfaptyng a flight the night befoze the towne was burned : hid them | 
ſelues in the Jle of Tenedos, leaupng in the Troianc ftelds a wodden hozſe of 
{ 


ſuch ineſteemable bigneſle, that it could not be receaued in at the Citie gates, 
and in his wombe they encloſed the moſt valient ſouldiers of al theyʒ nobiliti. 
The Troians perſwaded partly thzough the ſubtiltie of si N o N, and partly a⸗ 
fraydc by r a o co vs puniſhment : pull downe part of their towne walle,and 
fo bꝛyng in this hozſe into their Caſtle. But in the dead time of the night the 
Græt ians returnyng from Tenedos entred into the citie thzough the ſame bzetch 
whiche was made to bzynge in the Yozſe. s 1 xo N openeth the wombe of the 
Yozſe and letteth foozth the armed men, who tmmediatly ſpoyle all with fler, 
and ſwozde. Whples theſe thynges were dopng , Aeneas is warned in his 
dꝛeame by Hector to pꝛouide foʒ himſelf by flight, and to deliuer his country 
Gods from the fizr. But he pꝛeferryng an honozable death, befoze a cowardly 
flight: in vayne betaketh him to armes,wherin at the firſt aſſault the Troians 
had the vpperhande, vntill, followyng the counſell of Chorcebus , they put on 
Greckiſh armour,and ſo one of them ſlew another. Then Prizmus pallapce is 
beſleged, and Priamus llayne by Pyrrhus, Achilles ſonne. Thus, when Aeneas had 
aſſayed all thynges in vayne, when he was now quite out of hope: betaketh 
the reliques to his father Anchiſes, and takyng him vp on his ſhoulders , with 
Aſcanius his ſonne, and Creuſa his wife: committeth himſe f to flight. The 
Grzrtians follow faſt after, and in that tumult he loſt his wife Creuſa, vppon oc⸗ 
caſlon to ſeeke whom, when as he wandzed about all the towne : he met with 
her ghoſt, who certified him that ſhe was dead. Me returnes agayne to his 
companie, whether as now were come together a great numbze of men # wo⸗ 
men, ready to follow him whether ſo eue / he would carte them.

C When Troy was vtterly ſubuerted, Acncas hauyng gatheredtogether his cone 
panie in flight, that remayned after the great fler and flaughter , and hauynge 
obtapned of Atander a fleete of twentie ſayle: arrineth fyzſt in Thracia. Wherz 
as, when he began to butid a citie , beynge terreſied thzough the pꝛodigious 
tokens of Polydorus that was ſlayne by Polymneſtor : departeth to Delos, and 
there takyng counſell of the Ozacle of Apollo, and beynge aduertiſed that he 
mult go to.$ land from whence his auncetours firſt deſcended; thzough þ falſe 
interpzetation of Anchiſes his father, arriued in Creta where he began alſo ta 
lay the foundations of a Citie. Ind beyng there afflicted with a great plague - 
of peſkitence:was warned by his houſhold Godds in his leepe,that he ſhould 
leaue Creta, and goe to Italy. In which iozney, by a tempeſt he was dzinento ß 
Ilandes $Stropbades, and there much troubled by the Harpyes, and ſhoꝛtiy after 
arryuyng at Actium: made playes in the honour of Apollo. From thence he 
ſayled by Corcyra into t᷑ pyrus, wheras Helenus þſonne of Priamus rapgned that 
maried Andromache after the death of Pyrchus. By whom he was courtcouſly 
r admoniſhed by him of the perils which he ſhould ſubſtayne 
both by ſea and land. From thence he ſayleth to Tarentum, and paſſyng alonge 
by the firſt ſhoare of Italy: arriueth on that ſide that licth neare to the Mounte 
Aetna, andchere he receaticth Achzmenides who was left in the Cyclops den be 
vliſſes, anon from thence he hoyſeth ſayle as Helenus counnaunded, and paſſeth . 
by Scylla and Cary bdis. Ind coaſtyng along the ſhoare of Scycilye taketh lande 
at Drepanus, where Anchiſes partly weakened by age, and partly by trauaple 
ended his life. From thence ſaplyng towards 1:a'y : was dztueninto Aﬀcike by 
a tempeſtuous weather rayſed by Aclous , as is expꝛeſſed in the firſt booke.

CAINEAL burieth Caicta his nurſe,and calleth the place Caieta by Her name. 
From thencz he paſſeth hv the ſeat of Circes. # by pꝛoſperous winde is bzoughe 
to the mouth of Tiber, and dztuen with a contrary ſtreame : he arrineth on the 
coaſt of Lauremum.

This while (uno diſpleaſed with the pꝛo⸗ 
ſperous ſucceſſe of þ Trojans : callcth Alecto out of Hell to diſturbe this peace.

Clupiter callyng 8 parliament of Gods : exhozteth them to concoꝛde, Venus cones 
playneth of the Troians danger, and lunos vnſaciable malice , and requireth at 
length ſome end of calamities. Iuno lapeth all the blame in the Troians , as 
$ firſt cauſers of war, in Venus her ſelf. When lupiter perceaued they would 
grow to no agreement, to offend neither his wife noz his daughter:pzomiſeth 
to take part with nether,dut will put of all to the indifferencie of deſtenies. 

Thiswhite the Rutilians returne to thaſſault with all their fozce , whom the 
aſſaulted repel with all their might. e this in Latium. Aeneas hauyng bzaught 
al things in Eccuria to wiſſhed end, beyng aſſiſted by diuers peoples:returneth 
to his mates with a nauie of thirtie ſayle. There he meeteth with the Nimphes 
that were not longe befoze tranſkozmed from ſhippes,and is by them certefled 
both of the loſſe of his fleet, and of the daunger of his men. Then he landeth 
his power within the light of his enemies. The Rutilians leaue the ſledge, and 
run to ſhoare to keepe the enemie from landyng. Therethey light with greate 
loſſe on bothe des. Where Pallas, after many laughters on his enemies : is 
at length llayne by Turnus. With ſozow wherof, Aeneas all enraged: maketh 
plenty bloudotfryngs on his foes foz his freendes ſoule. Then aſcanius iſſu⸗ 
eth fozth, and jopneth power with his father. Iuno carefullfoz Turnus, cas 
ſeth befozchis eyes a falſe repꝛeſentation of Aeneas. Which, whilſt he pur⸗ 
ſueth into a ſhip: luno hʒeaketh the cables,and by fozce of a tempeſt, bzingeth 
him to the ſhoze neare Ardea. Merentius then, at lupiters commatidment,entreth 
the battle, and lleyih many both Troians and Ettuſcans, vntil acncas haue woñ⸗ 
ded him, and being reſcued by Lauſus his ſunne : is ſcarce able to departe the 
fleld Laufus is alſo flepne by Aeneas whyiſt he endeuozeth to renenge his fa⸗ 
thers wounde. Which when Mczcntius vnderſtoode: he returneth into the bats 
tle, and is lleyne by the ſame hand that his ſunne was.
